A few weeks ago, it will be recalled. 
A ttorney G. I). Ingram applied to the 
Wellsville council for a franchise in 
th at city, 
At 
th at tim e it .was re­ 
ported to be the intention of the Je f­ 
ferson Traction com pany to extend a 
line from Steubenville to Wellsville. 
Mr. Ingram was in Wellsville again 
last evening for the purpose of h ea r­ 
ing the decision of council, hut the 
m em bers failed to get together. 
From inform ation obtained from A t­ 
torney Ingram today it appears much 
as if the line will eventually be 
ex­ 
tended into Pittsburg. 
This Is 
the 
report th at has become circulated at 
Wellsville, and while Mr. Ingram does 
not ^ay otherw ise he would not state 
positively that the line would be built 
th a t far. 
C oncerning the com pany which 
he 
represents, Attorney Ingrain said: “ I 
understand that m em bers of the W ells­ 
ville council feel that I should niak* 
know s the Identity of the company, 
but I can hoi see that this is necessary. 
I have offei d to furnish bond In any 
am ount, and
